Portland, Ore.. June 16.—Following a 
cloudburst a wall of water tw enty feet 
high rushed down the gulch of W illow 
creek Munday and drowned nearly half 
of the 1250 inhabitants of Heppner, Ore. 
The furious water carried th*- business 
part of Heppner away. 
So great was 
the force of the water that boulders 
weighing a ton were rolled along the 
gulch, crushing 
everything 
in their 
path. 
Wires, bridges 
and 
railroads were 
swept away, and complete reports have 
not been received. 
The most reliable 
reports say that the loss of life at 
Heppner will be at least 500, though 
the number of dead probably is larger. 
A report from Ione, seventeen miles 
from Heppner, says that SOO bodies, 
carried there by the flood, have been 
recovered. 
The flood came with such 
suddenness that the Inhabitants were 
unable to seek places of safety, and 
were carried down to death by the aw ­ 
ful rush of water. 
Some of the busi­ 
ness part of Heppner, which is on high 
ground, escaped. 
Early In the afternoon a thunder­ 
storm occurred, covering a wide region 
of country, and later a heavy rainstorm 
set In, many of the small stream s over­ 
flowing their banks in a short time, 
bridges were swept aw ay like straws, 
and the darkness of the hight 
soon 
made the situation more appalling. 
As soon as possible aft»r the flood 
subsided the work of relief was begun 
by Ute surviving residents. 
Dozens of bodies were found lodged 
along the bends of th** stream, and in 
several places they were piled two or 
three deep. 
Up to 2 o'clock Monday 
afternoon 200 bodi* s had been ret over­ 
ed within the town 
Many of the building** which Were not 
carried aw ay were torn 
from 
their 
foundations, or toppled over. 
Hundreds of horses, cattie and sheep 
that had gom- into the < reek bottems 
for water perished. 
As soon as possible, word was sent 
by courier to the nearby towns, asking 
for relief for the stricken people 
Th- 
Oregon Railway and Navigation com ­ 
pany started a r**"*' 
with doc­ 
tors 
and 
supplies 
from Th** Dalles 
shortly after noon with a party of IOO 
including three doctors 
four nurses 
and supplies of all kinds. 
A relief train with doctors and sup­ 
plies started for the seen- from Port­ 
land. 
The t itizens of Portland started 
a relief fund as soon as the news of the 
disaster spread over the city, and w ith­ 
in a few hours 15000 was raised 
Supplies will be rushed to Heppner 
as soon as t h e y can be collected 
Fifteen buildings in Lexington, nine 
m iles below Heppner, on W illow creek, 
were washed away, but with no loss of 
life, the inhabitants 
having time to 
save them selves from the surging tor­ 
rent.

It Ha* Keen Inaugurated and a King 
Chosen and Ratified. 
Belgrade, June 16.—W ith scarcely 
the excitem ent which marks an ordi­ 
nary fete day In the capital, Servla 
Monday 
instituted a new 
dynasty. 
W ithin lees than two hours from the 
time of m eeting In the wing of th* 
royal palace where King Alexander 
and his queen were shot down, th * 
senate and skupshtlna, in Joint session, 
had legally and with due formality 
elected Prince Peter Karageorgevitch 
king of Servia and had notified him 
of the fact. 
Upon the reassem bling 
of the na­ 
tional assem bly a resolution of gen­ 
eral am nesty was adopted. 
President 
VelimlrovUch 
rose, and, 
addressing 
the assem bly, said they had now to 
elect a king of the fatherland. 
The formal motion that Prince Kar­ 
ageorgevitch be elected king of Servia 
was moved by a Radical deputy named 
Neschics, who w as attired in the na­ 
tional costume. 
Im m ediately a shout 
arose from the assem bly of "Long live 
K arageorgevitch.” 
Each member was 
t h e n called by name, and rose quietly 
from his seat and gave his vote for 
"Peter Karageorgevitch.” 
There was 
absolute unanim ity, no other name but 
that of Prim e K arageorgevitch being 
pronounced. 
The result was greeted 
with loud cheers, ami then the m inis­ 
ter of justice. M. ftchiokovics. hasten­ 
ed to the balcony 
overlooking 
the 
street and announced to the people: 
“Peter I., of the dynasty of the Kar- 
ageorgevit* hs. is your new king. You 
are congratulated upon the unanimous 
vote of your representatives.” 
The crowd responded 
with cheers, 
which, however, had the effect of be­ 
ing som ewhat m echanical, as 
though 
being from well-disposed groups.

the sam e time a royal 
salute of 101 
guns was fired.

WAS AWE INSPIRING. 


Residences Were Swept From I heir 


Location* a* if They Were Me > 


Atom* and Hundred* 
of 
Occupants Orowned. 


Portland, Ore., June 16.—A spedal to 
the Oregonian from Ion", Ore., says. 
David McAlee, a busine** man of H epp­ 
ner, whose residence is on a branch 
• bove Heppner, was an eye witness to 
Sunday’s cloudburst. In company with 
F rank Spaulding he left Heppner about 
I;30 o’clock Sunday night on horseback. 
“On Sunday afternoon,’’ said Mr. Mc- 
Alee, “ there had been a severe rain- j 
storm, accompanied by much wind and 
lightning. 
I was standing In my house 
and noticed that a cloud of rem arkable 
denseness approached the top of the hill 
on the east side of the canyon. I turned 
for a moment, when a roar caused mo 
to look again at the hill. 
I saw- a 
wall of water, whose height I would be 
afraid to gauge, 
rushing 
down 
the 
mountain, carrying Immense trees and 
timber* on its crest and tearing every 
rock from its foundation. This terrific 
storm struck the upper part of town 
first. The residence of Thomas Howard 
was the first to fall, and his entire 
family was drowned. In the K rug home 
also every person was drowned, as was 
the case a t D. Hale’s and Stilling s 
home. 
These houses were about four 
blocks from the business < enter. 
The 
house of A braham Hamsii k was com­ 
pletely demolished. 
The Palace hotel 
was the first building to stem the tide 
an d all Its guests were saved, but all 
house* below' the Palace hotel were 
blown out into the street, overturned 
and wrecked. 
The residence of G. A. 
R hea was carried aw ay and his en­ 
tire family, consisting of his wife, three 
daughters and Miss Adkins, a cousin, 
w as lost. Mr. Rhea himself w as absent 
a t Portland attending the Masonic con­ 
vention. 
C. E. Redfield, whose house 
w as completely destroyed, 
was also 
absent with Mr. Rhea. 
Mr. Redfield s 
wife and baby were drowned. The body 
of Mrs. Redfield has been recovered. A. 
C. Gleger’s residence was carried aw ay 
and Mrs. Gieger drowned. 
His family 
is in the east. 
George Oonser’s house 
w as next, but his family succeeded in 
saving their lives by rushing to the up ­ 
per stories, the house being carried 
down the creek three-quarters of a 
mile. 
W hen reached by rescuers, they 
found the house had been cut in two 
and Mr. Conser standing in w ater up 
to hi* neck, holding his wife upon the 
roof and keeping her from slipping with 
outstretched arm s. 
Dr. McSward and 
J. Ayres, who were living in the same 
residence, were drowned. Oscar Miner’s 
house was next demolished and Mrs. 
Miner drowned. The rest of the family 
succeeded in saving their lives by cling­ 
ing to the roof. All of the Wells family 
but two were lost and the house was 
carried away. W ith the Wells residence 
went the house of George Sw ag fort. 
Mr. Sw aggert’s two married daughters 
were drowned, w 1th their five children. 
The Mallory house 
was 
carried 
150 
yards and found lodged against a store 
and Mallory, a crippled old man, was 
found safe, 
holding the baby. 
Jim 
M atlock’s’ house was next. 
Mr. M at­ 
lock was drowned, but his family was 
saved. 
Dr. Higgs’ house also went. 
Here one child was drowned, but the 
rest of the family escaped. 
Mrs. Bider 
w as drowned in her residence 
The 
houses of Mr. Royd and Mr. W alton 
were also destroyed and both families 
lost. 
“Perhaps the greatest loss of life o c ­ 
curred in the- Heppner 
hotel. 
This 
house, which is run under the m an ag e­ 
m ent of Jones & Ashbaugh, was c a r­ 
ried away. 
It is supposed there 
were 
about sixty guests In the hotel, all of 
whom are reported to be lost. 
The 
proprietors themselves were saved, but 
their families are am ong the dead. 
“The houses of Ben Patterson, Mr. 
D unn and Mr. Noble were entirely de­ 
molished. 
All persons in these three 
families were drowned, 
as 
were 
the 
families »of Jam es Jones and Henry 
Blair. The barn of Dr. Swineburn and 
the big livery stable 
of 
W hities 
& 
Meadows were entirely destroyed. E. J. 
F arnsw orth and Philip Cohen were also 
drowned. 
“The entire residence portion of Hepp­ 
ner w as destroyed, but the business 
houses, being on higher ground and 
being generally built of brick and stone, 
was not so badly damaged. The school­ 
house and courthouse, which stand on 
the side of a hill, were saved, but two 
churches. Methodist and Presbyterian, 
were completely wrecked. 
“Around the depot the rising w ater 
left 
great 
heaps of driftwood piled 
higher than the roof of the station and 
rescuing parties were forced to demol­ 
ish these pyramids by dynam ite in o r­ 
der to extricate 
persons 
who 
were 
buried 
underneath. 
Many 
drowned 
bodies were carried by the rushing w a ­ 
ter down the valley.” 
No system atic effort has yet been 
m ade to find the dead, who are u n ­ 
doubtedly strew n along 
the 
canyon. 
Every available m an from a radius of 
sixty-five miles has been pressed into 
service at H eppner itself. 
Gangs of 
men are at work clearing away the 
piles of debris, rocks and timbers which 
lie piled in heaps in H eppner’s streets, 
and taking out corpses which are thus 
concealed. 
Owing to the entire abence 
of proper facilities for caring for the 
dead victims progress is slow.

“All were taken without warning,** 
said Mr. Tooker, and nothing could be 
done to save those who were caught 
in th*- rushing w iters. 
Homes, stores 
and buildings in the main portions of 
th*- town were torn loos# and driven 
onward. 
“A low estim ate pla< es the dead at 
300. 
The town had a population of 
about USO, but only about one-half of 
the population of the town could be 
found. 
We do not know where they 
have gone unless they have gone down 
stream. 
They m ay have gone to the 
hills, but this is doubtful. 
Th" whole 
thing was one horrible st “ne, destruc­ 
tion le-tng spread on every side. 
From 
the time the flood came until It went 
into thp regular Channel of the creek 
flowing through the* town it was about 
two hoots. It w as al>out 6 o'clock when 
the storm first started together to the 
west of Heppner. It was a small, dark 
cloud at first, 
but 
it 
rapidly grew 
worse, accompanied by heavy wind and 
lightning. 
It was undoubtedly the last 
heavy crash of lightning that caused 
the water to fall In such an Immense 
body. 
It struck fairly in the canyon of 
Willow creek, six miles above town, 
and there was no w arning until the 
m ighty wall of w ater had reached town. 
As It came rushing down the creek bed 
it fore down everything In Its path 
W hen it reached H eppner the w ater 
w as more than fifteen feet high, splash­ 
ing. falling, leaping 
and 
creating a 
mighty, roaring, rushing flood. 
“Those who 
were 
on 
the 
streets 
shouted warning as they rushed madly 
to the hills for their lives. 
They did 
not dare to turn back or they, too. 
would have been swept away. 
“ F ath ers left wives and children to 
perish, as they had not a moment to 
spare. 
In some cases men returned to 
save members of their families, but it 
was too late, and m any were carried to 
their death 
while 
returning. 
Those 
who had reached the banks in safety 
immediately 
formed 
themselves into 
rescuing parties and started in then 
to save those that could be reached. 
Ropes were the only m eans th at we 
had. 
It w'as useless to attem pt to use 
other means. 
Those who were In m id­ 
stream could easily 
be 
seen. 
Their 
cries for help could be heard, but noth­ 
ing eould be done. 
W e could only 
stand and see them go to their death.
